NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 1st January, 1976 

S.O. 1(E),—In pursuance of the provisions of rule 45 of the Fundamental 
Rules, the President hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Allotment of Government Residences (General Pool In Delhi) Buies, 1963, name¬ 
ly:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Allotment of Government Residences 
(General Pool in Delhi) Amendment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the first day of January, 1976. 

2. In the Allotment of Government Residences (General Pool in Delhi) Rules, 
1963, utter Supplementary Rules 317-B 2, the following shall be inserted, name¬ 
ly:— 

“Officers o urnlng Houses to be ineligible) for Allotment under these Rules — 
S.R. 317-B-3 

(1) In this rule,— 

(a) “adjoining municipality” means any municipality contiguous to a 

local municipality; 

(b) “house” in relation to an officer or member of his family means a 

building or part thereof used for residential purposes and situated 
within the jurisdiction of a local municipality or of any adjoining 
municipality.

Explanation <—A building, part of which is used for E-Qsidential purposes, 
shall be deemed to be a house for the purposes of this clause not¬ 
withstanding that any part of it is used for non.residential purposes; 

(c) “local municipality" in relationl to an officer means the municipality 

within whose jurisdiction his office is located; 

(d) “member of family' 5 , in relation to an offhter. means the wife or hus¬ 

band, as the case may be, or a dependent child of the officer; 

(e) “municipality’ 5 includes a municipal corporation, a municipal com¬ 

mittee or board, a town area committee, a notified area committee, 
and a cantonment board. 

(2) On and from tb|e, 1st day of January, 1976, no officer shall be eligible 

for allotment of Government residence under these rules if he or any 
other member of his family owns a house* 

(3) If on the 1st day of January, 1976, an officer in occupation of Govern¬ 

ment residence owns a house, Or any other member of his family owns 
a house, he shall surrender the Government residence in his occupa¬ 
tion. 


(4) Where an officer to whom sub-rule (3) is applicable does not surrender 
the Government residence as required under that sub-rule, he shall 
be liable to pay damages tor use and occupation of the residence, 
services, furniture and garden charges, equal t 0 the market licence 
fee as may be determined by Government} from time to time. 

(6) Notwithstanding anything in sub-rule (3) or sub-rule (4). where the 
house, owned by the officer to whom sub-rule (3) applies or by any 
other member of his family, is not comparable to the residence to 
which such officer is otherwise entitled under these rules, then, 
such officer may be allowed to retain the Government residence 
in his occupation on payment of licence fee under T\R. 45-A, if such 
officer offers the house so owned by him or by any other member 
of his family, on lease, to the Director of Estates at such rent, for 
such period and on such other conditions relating to the lease as 
may be determined by the Director and undertakes to give vacant 
possession thereof to the Director within one week of the communi¬ 
cation of the acceptance of the offer; 


PROVIDED that the Director may, if he considers it necessary so to do, 
having regard to the rent payable for the house, the locality in 
which it is situated, the availability of other houses for occupation 
by Government servants and other relevant circumstances and 
factors, refuse the offer made as aforesaid: 


PROVIDED further that where the offer is refused, the officer concerned 
shall be liable or, as the cas<e may be, continue to he liable, to pay 
damages as provided in sub-rule (4) from the dat e of communication 
of such refusal. 


(6) Where, after a Government residence has been allotted to an officer, 
he or any other member of his family constructs a house or other¬ 
wise becomes the owner of a house, such officer— 

(a) shall notify the fact to the Director of Estates within a period of 

four weeks from the date on which he or such member becomes 
the owner of the house; 

(b) shall be ineligible for retention of Government residence and 

surrender the Government residence in his occupation within six 
weeks from the said date.

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Explanation .—For the purposes of clauses (a) and (b), a person shall 
be deemed to become the owner of a house, in the case of a 
newly constructed house, as from the date the local body concerned 
gives a certificate of completion or the date of actual occupation 
of the house, whichever is earlier. 

(7) The provisions of sub-rules (4) and (5) shall apply to any officer 

referred to in sub-rule (6) as they apply in relation to an officer 
referred to in sub-rule (3). 

(8) Notwithstanding anything contained in this rule, Government may 

allot a residence to an officer, or if he is in occupation Qj such 
residence allow its retention, on payment of licence fee under 
F,R. 45-A or on rent free basis, as the case may be, in specific cases 
of hardship or in the public interest.
